THE LAUNCHING 

Of the Kentucky «md Keanargc at New 
port New* — Distinguished Visitors Wit- 
ness the Ceremonies. 

Newport News, Va., March *24. — Two 
first-class battleships, the Kearsarg-e 
and the Kentucky, identical in every 
respect from keel to finishing" tops, 
will be launched Thursday from the 
yards of the Newport News Ship 
Building Co, It will be the first time 
within the hi.story of the United States 
government shipbuilding that two im- 
mense steel warships of the first-class 
have been set afloat from one yard on 
the same day. 



THE REPORT 



Resolution to That Effect Introduced 
in the House — Contested Election Cases 
Decided in Thorpe’s Faror — Spanish 
Crisis Near at Hand. 

Washington, March 24. — Representa- 
tive A. Clark, of Missouri, Wednesday 
introduced the following resolution: 
That the congress of the United 
States of America participate with the 
people of the United States in the deep 
interest which they feel for the suc- 
cess of the people of Cuba who are 
struggling to establish their liberty 
and independence, and do hereby 
recognize the independence of the re- 
public of Cuba. 

The feeling was universal through- 
out official circles Wednesday that the 
culmination of the Spanish crisis was 
near at hand. With the Peport of the 
court of inquiry only the little while 
ofl:', with the white house the center of 
long and earnest conferences between 
the president and the party leaders of 
congress, and with exceptional activity 
towards emergency preparations in 
the war and navy departments, there 
was abundance of evidence that defi- 
nite results regarding the Maine dis- 
aster and the Cuban question in gen- 
eral were about to be reached. 

R. T. Thorpe was Wednesday given 
the seat from the Fourth Virginia dis- 
trict, Sydney E. Eppes, who obtained 
the certificate of election, was unseat- 
ed by a strict party vote. Thorpe was 
given the seat by a vote of 151 to 130. 
The republicans without a break voted 
for Thorpe and the democrats and pop>- 
ulists, with the exception of Howard 
(Ala.), a populist, voted for Eppe.s. 
Thorpe contested the seat of McKenny 
in the last congress and was seated. 

A vivid wordpicture of the horrors 
and barbarities of concentration on 
the island of Cuba was drawn in the 
senate Wednesday by Mr. Gallinger, of 
New Hampshire The senator recent- 
ly visited Cuba to study the situation 
there. Long before the senate con- 
vened the galleries were packed. Al- 
most as soon as the senate convened, 
Mr. Bacon (Ga.) introduced a joint 
resolution declaring that the United 
States should do every thing in 
its power to preserve peace with 
all the nations of the world and 
not be forced into a war except to pre- 
serve the honor and dignity of the na- 
tion. He said that he would not ask 
for immediate consideration of the 
resolution, but would permit it to lie 
on the table until Thursday. Then 
Mr. Hale (Me.), chairman of the naval 
affairs committee, quietly rose and fa- 
vorably reported the bill providing for 
relief for the survivors of the Maine 
catastrophe. There was a suppressed 
murmur of expectancy in the gallaries, 
but the measure was read and passed 
without a word of debate. 

Mr. Gallinger's speech followed. He 
spoke in a low, clear tone of voice, 
distinctly audible throughout the 
chamber. There was not an interrup- 
tion by word throughout his speech. 
His auditors listened intently to his 
description of the horrors and cruel- 
ties suffered by the recon centrados. 
When he declared, however, that 
a government that would starve 400,000 
of its people would do anything, and 
followed this with the further declara- 
tion that the lives of the brave men 
lost in the Maine disaster could not 
be atoned for with gold or silver, 
a spontaneous wave of applause 
swept over the galleries and the 
vice president had difficulty in 
restoring order. When he had con- 
cluded he was accordeil a burst of ap- 
plau.se which the vice president made 
little effort to restrain. 

The .senate then quietly resumed 
consideration of the bill makin<r 
further provision for a civil govern- 
ment in Alaska and at 2 o'clock took 
up the national quarantine bill. Its 
consideration had not been concluded 
when the .senate adjourned. 

Washington. March 24. — The senate 
Wednesday passed the house bill for 
the relief of the officers and crew' of 
the Maine. 

The heirs of the victims -will receive 
a sum equal to a year's pay, and the 
survivors will be recompensed for per- 
sonal los-s. 

Senator Bacon, of Georgia, intro- 
duced a joint resolution in the .senate 
Wednesday, declaring that while it is 
the policy of the United States to 
maintain its honor at all times, it is 
also their policy at all times to main- 
tain peace so long as it can be consist- 
ently done and especially in the pres- 
ent emergenc3’. 

He gave notice that he would ask the 
senate to take up the resolution Fri- 
day.

Nashyille, Tenn., March 24. — Dan 
Harris, colored, was hanged in the 
Davidson county jail Wednesday for 
the murder of Lizzie Edmonson, col- 
ored, two years ago. 

10 o’clock and Harris was pronom^ced ; retar^’ 
dead in 14 minutes, his neck having 
been broken. The drop was six feet 
four inches. Harris met his fate with- 
out fear and made a brief statement on 
the scaffold, confessing his guilt. 



First R*ff«l»r ScMicn. 

Washington. March 18.— Senate— Bills in- 
troduced Thursday: To authorize the erection 
ot a statue of the late President Lincoln at 
Grettysburg, Pa„ to cost 150,000, the statue to 
be erected by a commission composed of the 
seeretary of war, the commander of the army, 
the governor of Pennsylvania and the com- 
mander of the G. A. R. ; to prohibit railroad 
companies from charging more than three cents 
per mile for carrying passengers through the 
Indian territory; to authorize the construction 
of a gunboat on the great lakes to take the 
place of the United States ship Michigan, and 
to cost, exclusive of armament, not to exceed 
*230.000. At 2 o'clock the consideration of the 
national quarantine bill was resumed. The 
conference report on the agricultural bill was 
adopted. After a brief executive ses.sion the 
senate at 4:30 adjourned until Monday. 

House— No political questions were dis- 
cussed in the house Thursday. The whole ses- 
sion was devoted strictly to the post office ap- 
propriation bill which was taken up for amend- 
ment under the live minute rule. The ques- 
tions which consumed the major portion of the 
time related to the allowance for clerk hire at 
post offlees and to rural free delivery. The 
house increa.sed the allowance for rural free 
delivery from ^150,000 to *300,000 and defeated 
the proposition for increased clerk hire. 

Washington, March 19.— Senate— Not in 
session. 

House— The house spent another day on the 
post office appropriation bill, but only disposed 
of two pages of the bill. Most of the day was 
devoted to a debate on the merits of the pneu- 
matic tube mail servico in New Y ork, Boston 
and Philadelphia, and the advisability of con- 
tinuing the existing contract. An effort to 
strike out the appropriation of *225,000 
was defeated, but the opponents of the 
appropriation succeeded in securing the 
adoption of an amendment providing that no 
additional contracts should be made. An 
amendment was adopted making it a misde- 
meanor for any person to "patl ’ iRe mails dur- 
ing the period w’hen the mails are being weigh- 
ed to determine the compensation to be paid to 
the railroads for their transportation. The 
amendment was recommended by the depart- 
ment. 

Washington. March22.— Senate— After the 
transaction of some routine business Monday, 
Mr. Bacon (Ga.) introduced an amendment which 
he announced he would offer to the resolution 
providing for the annexation of the Hawaiin 
Islands to the United States. The amendment 
provides that the resolution shall not be effec- 
tive until the question of annexation shall have 
been submitted to the qualified electors of Ha- 
waii and passed upon affirmatively by 
them. The amendment is the same which Mr. 
Bacon offered to the Hawaiian treaty and 
which is still pending. Mr. Allen (Neb.) se- 
cured the passage of a resolution calling upon 
the secretary of the interior for information 
as to the number of all classes of pensioners, 
including the percentage of men and women 
and children, carried on the pension rolls. 
Several bills of minor importance were passed. 

House— The house Monday passed the bill 
for the relief of the survivors and victims of 
the Maine disaster. The bill reimburses the 
surviving officers and men for the losses they 
sustained to an amount not to exceed a year’s 
sea pay and directs the payment of a sum equal 
to a year's pay to the legal heirs of those who 
perished. There was quite a spirited debate 
over an amendment suggested by Mr. Cannon 
to give the survivors each a year’s pay out of 
hand instead of attempting to reimburse them 
for actual losses. Some old alleged scandals 
in connection with the reimbur.sement of 
the survivors of the .Samoan disaster 
was raked up. but the debate in the 
end w.is saved from a rather sordid tone by a 
beautiful tribute paid to the gallant dead by 
Mr. Cousins (la.) in a short but elcniuent 
speech. He aroused the. galleries to spontane- 
ous applause when he said that while the vult- 
ures might be watching over the dark waters 
of Havana harbor for the belated dead, above 
all the eagle’s piercing eye was watching for 
the truth. The remainder of the day was oc- 
cupied in the consideration of the old claim of 
John Roach, the ship builder, for f331,(KX). No 
action was taken upon the claim. 

Washington, March 23.— Senate— Senator 
Cullom Tuesday introduced a bill which had 
been sent to him by the National Business 
Men's league. The purpose of the me.iwre is 
to provide a gold income for the United .stktes. 
A feature of the senate proceedings Tuesday 
was an extended speech by Mr. Caffery (La.) 
in support of the pending national quaran- 
tine bill. In the course of his argument Mr. 
Caffery said that he wanted the whole quaran- 
tine power in the hands of the United .States 
government, the only authority which could 
make a quarantine effective. Among the bills 
passed was one to raise the age of protection 
for girls in the District of Columbia and in the 
territories to 18. years. 

Hou.SK— Representative Tawney (Minn), a 
member of the sub committee of the commit- 
tee on ways and means. Tuesday submitted a 
substitute for the bill introduced by Mr.Pearce 
(Mo.), relating to adulterated flour. The sub- 
stitute has been drawn to meet objections to 
the Pearce bill. The naval appropria- 
tion bill was reported to the 
house Tuesday, but as it had not been printed 
the contested election case of Thorpe vs. Ep- 
pes, from the Fourth Virginia district, was 
taken up and debated until 4 o’clock, when the 
house, owing to the illness of Mr. Shea, of Ken- 
tucky, who was to spf.*ak Tuesday afternoon, 
adjourned until Wednesday. 

Washington. March 24. - Senate— In the 
senate Wetlnesday Mr. Carter (Mont.) called up 
the bill making further provision for a civil 
government for Alaska, and resumed his speech, 
begun Tuesday, upon the measure. After 
a brief discussion of the bill by Mr. 
Carter. Mr. Perkins (Cal.) offered a 
long amendment to the measure, providing 
for the placing of a license upon al- 
most every kind of business and for the taxing 
and regulation of the liquor traffic. The tax on 
a wholesale liquor establishment is fixed at 
12,000 per year; upon a barroom or saloon in any 
town of more than 1,500 inhabitants. *1,500 a 
year, and upon any retail liquor saloon in com- 
munities of less than 1,5 j 0 inhabitants, fl.COC 
per year.

The Cabinet Meeting Taesday Devoted Fx' 
clusively to the Spanish Sltnation in 
General — The Board of ln<|ulry Re> 
port Will Be Made Public Monday. 



Washington, March 2S. — The cabinet 
meetinjT Tuesdaj* lasted something over 
an hour and was devoted exclusively 
to the Spanish situation in general 
and to the forthcoming report of the 
court of inquiry in particular. The 
tone of the discussion was very firm 
and determined that there must come 
au end to the present state of affairs 
in Cuba. Secretary Long authorized 
the statement that the understand- 
ing before the cabinet was that the 
report w’ould reach Washington on 
next Thursday or Friday; that it was 
very voluminous and that its publica- 
tion and transmission to congress 
would not occur until Monday or Tues- 
day, as the president would require 
that much time to give the document 
the mature consideration that momen- 
tous character required. Other cabi- 
net officers stated that general plan 
included the sending of a 
presidential message along with 
the report stating that Spain 
had been called upon to make 
suitable response to the case presented 
by the court of inquiry’. While the 
cabinet associates of the president 
maintained their usual reserve as tc 
the exact character of their delibera- 
tions, yet it was conceded that he dis- 
cussion proceeded on the theory that 
the coming report would show 
that the Maine explosion was not the 
result of an accident, but was due 
to an external cause. There is 
no doubt that substantial unanimity’ 
exists on the part of the president and 
ail his cabinet both as to the Maine 
question and the general subject of 
Cuba, 

The possibility of a recourse to in- 
tervention in case Spain declined to 
make suitable response to the repre- 
sentations we will make after receiv- 
ing the Maine report has been fuHj’ 
discussed, although necessarilly it 
has been an abstract discussion 
thus far, and no conclusion has been 
reached, nor is it possible until the 
vital question as to the cdurt’s findings 
is before the president and cabinet. 
At the same time there is a very evi- 
dent intention to consider all eventual- 
itie.s, including the recourse to inter- 
vention, the recognition of independ- 
ence and other methods which appear 
to eventuallj’ meet the requirement-s 
of such a condition. 

Key West, Fla., Mareli 2>i — The 
United States court of inquiiy into the 
loss of the battleship !Maine has at last 
fini.shed its laborious work of investi- 
gating the disaster and has submitted 
its report to Rr. Adm. Sicard. He has 
pointed out some alterations which he 
considers necessary and the report 
may be taken to Washington b3’ Lieut. 
Commander ^Marix, judge advocate of 
the court. It is possible, however, 
that its arrival in Washington ma3' be 
dela3*ed several days longer, as Adm. 
Sicard said Monday night: 

“1 could scarcely say that the report 
will leave Wedne.sday, The court has 
practically finished its work, but some 
details may engage its attention long 
enough to keep the report here for 
several days. I trust, however, that 
the nav3’ department will have the 
documents in a ver3' short time.” 

The decision reached 1)3* the court is 
still a matter of Nurmise. Perhaps 
.some significance ma3' be attached and 
conclusions drawn from a remark 
made by Adm. Sicard, when he said to 
a correspondent: 

“The ease of the Maine is most pe-* 
euliar, perhaps the most peculiar 
which has ever occurred in the history 
of the world.’’ 

From the general tone of his re- 
marks it might be inferred that the 
court findings do not definitely solve 
the myster3' the explosion. This is 
further borne out b3’ the admiral's 
statement that even after the report 
liad been sent to Washington the de- 
partment may require further investi- 
gation.

which is expected to reach Washington 
next Thursday. A copy will be laid be- 
fore the Spanish government very ear- 
ly, and as soon as can be consistently 
done the report will be sent to con- 
gress and be made public at the same 
time. The report to congress will be 
accompanied by a message from the 
president, stating that after receiving 
the report the conclusions were laid 
before the Spanish government and ap- 
propriate action from that quarter 
asked. It is stated positively that 
no part of the report and 
no intimation of the findings has 



All Foreign and Domastle Prasi TelvaraoMW 
Containing News Unpa la t a ble to Spali^ 
Forbidden. 

New York, March 22. — A dispatch to 
the World from Madrid says: 
Instructions have been given since 
Friday night to the press censor to 
stop all foreign and domestic press 
telegrams— and even telephone mes- 
sages — containing news unpalatable to 
the government. Unauthorized details 
of naval and military preparations, of 
the movements of war vessels, particu- 
larly of the flying squadron; of the 
purchase of vessels of war and stores 
abroad are especially interdicted. 

Hitherto no step had been taken to 
prevent the Madrid press from pub- 
lishing frequent and abundant in- 
formation. The same press censor will 
also stop telegrams sent from Madrid 
to newspapers in America, England 
and France when they contain news 
which is deemed likely to create 
alarm.

reached the executive authorities in 
Washington as yet. At the same time it 
is a noticeable fact that the current of 
official opinion is beginning to follow 
that of the unofficial opinion express- 
ed so positively and persistently at 
Havana and Key West that the 
cause of the explosion was ex- 
ternal to the battle ship. Of- 
ficials high in the administration 
stated Monday that while they ware 
wholly w*ithout exact information as 
to the findings of the court of inquiry 
they found themselves sharing in the 
apparently* intangible conviction that 
the cause of the explosion was not ac- 
cidental. Opinions expressed by the 
Maine survivors who reached here 
last Saturday doubtless has con- 
tributed largely to this view in of- 
ficial circles. In this connection it 
is understood that one of the offi- 
cers who arrived on Saturday stated, 
not as opinion, but as his personal f *b- 
servation on the night of the disaster, 
that there were tw o distinct explosions. 
The tendency of this is to support the 
theory of external cause, as this is 
based on the idea that the first exter- 
nal explosion was followed by a second 
internal explosion. 

Washington,, March 22. — It can be 
stated positively and authoritatively 
that the report of the court of in- 
quiry on the Maine disaster had 
not been received up to noon Monday*. 
From the same authoritative source 
it can be stated that the present of- 
ficial information is that the report is 
not likely* to be here before next Thurs- 
day or Friday. It is a material change 
from the expectation prior to this 
time. The cause of the delay* is not 
know’n, but it is assumed that the con- 
clusions of the court are not yet in 
such exact form as to warrant their 
earlier presentation here. 

The government has made no further 
purchases of warships, but its negotiar 
tions in that line have been productive 
of at least one important result, name- 
ly*, in establishing that unless the bat- 
tleship Gen. O’Higgins becomes the 
property of the United States it w'ill 
not be sold at all. Spain, it is con- 
fidently* asserted, w’ill not be able 
to secure this war vessel, nor 
are her chances any better or 
as good as those of the United States.

Easton, Pa., Marcn 22. — The Alpha- 
Portland Cement Co., of W’hitaker, N. 
J., rev*ived orders Monday to hurry 
the work on all government orders for 
cement. The cement is to be shipped 
to southern points. The works of the 
company will opicrate day and night 
until the orders are completed.

The Liberal says that on Saturday 
several hundred telegraph and tele- 
phone messages were stopped by the 
press censor in Madrid. 

The government’s action has caused 
a profound sensation, not only in Mad- 
rid, but throughout the provinces. 
Even ministerial newspaper, the Lib- 
eral, sides with the majority of the press 
in censuring vigorously a measure 
which it says is calculated to increase 
the national anxiety, because most 
people surmise that the relations be* 
tw'een Spain and the United States 
have got into a very critical stage in- 
deed when a liberal cabinet decides to 
be more rigorous with the press than 
was Canovas and worse than the re- 
actionary cabinets of 1884 and 1885. 

New York, March 22. — A boat load of 
powder and supplies which was as- 
serted to have come from Fort Schuy- 
ler up the Sound has been landed on 
the pier at Governor’s Island. Barrels 
aod boxes and cans, evidently contain- 
ing various kinds of e.xplosives, were 
placed on the end of the wharf and 
carefully* covered with tarpaulins. No 
information w*as given as to what is to 
be done with them. 

Four ten-inch rifles and two eight- 
inch rifles, which have been tested at 
the Sandy Hook proving grounds, w*ill 
be carried by the schooner Daisy Far- 
lin, which w*ill sail for Key West some 
time this week. 

Workmen are busy at the pier on 
East river preparing to load these 
guns and anchor ihem to the deck of 
the schooner The larger pieces weigh 
33 tons each and the smUller ones 16 
tons each and the utmost care will Le 
exercised in placing them so that they 
will not prove too heavy for the ship 
should a storm strike it. 

While it is stated that these guns are 
to be landed at Key West for the forti- 
fications there, it is believed here that 
some of them will find their way to 
Dry Tortugas, which is being fortified 
for an advanced naval station. 

Other guns are soon to be sent souih 
from the Watervliet arsenal, and ;cr 
the first time the strategic value of the 
well known inside water route will •.© 
tested.
